foreign correspondents—In fact, rep- 
resentatives from every sphere and 
condition of 'life, each eager to wit- 
ness a ceremonial which could never 
occur1 again. At exactly ono o'clock 
Mr. Davis and Mr. Stephens appeared

justice of Alabama administered to 
them the oath of office.
